With Eu- 
rope gone, he wondered how the 
United States could stand alone, 
for this country at that time was 
isolationist 


He returned to his teaching 


job as professor of economics at i 
the University of Chicago and 
later joined a group organized 
bv William Allen White, called 
the Non-Partisan Committee for 
Revision of the Neutrality Law. 


The Committee's propaganda 


was a big factor in swinging 
public opinion behind repeal of 
the law which banned shipment 
of arms to Europe.

Douglas at age 50 volunteered 


for the Marines as a private He 
came out of the war a lieutenant 
colonel after service in the Pa-

Elected to Senate 


In 1948 he was elected to the 


Senate He was one of the best 
and sturdiest liberals the Senate 
ever had He had been for So- 
cial Security long before it be 
came a fact in the 1930s. And in 
the Senate, among other things, 
he plugged for medicare long 
before that became a fact.

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Reform in U. S. Taxes, Aids 


The Republican Coordinating Commit- 


tee, which was organized after the party's 
1964 disaster at the polls to tie together 
national, state, and congressional leader- 
ship, has produced a three-way plan "to 
restore the weakened federal 
system" 


through basic reforms in governmental 
taxahon and financing of functions. 


It is a document which should receive 


careful examination this summer from the 
Republican platform drafters in Miami 
Beach and which should become part of the 
nation's, campaign debates this fall. But 
many of its points need not be partisan 
matters, unless the nation now has such 
rigid thinking that the Democrats can only 
defend what now exists and the Republi- 
cans can only attack without offering 
corrections 


The Republican Coordinating Commit- 


tee makes these recommendations: 


• Federal grant-m-aid 
programs for 


specific purposes, now totaling more than 
400. should be consolidated into program 
grants for broader purposes to allow states 
to meet problems, best-known and best- 
defined at home. 


• TJ\ credits should be allowed on 


federal income taxes for all state and local 
taxes paid which would give local and state 
governments the ability to raise more 
money on their own. 


• A system of federal tax sharing with 


the states should be instituted to provide 
the states and their municipalities with 
more funds to be used for problems at 
home without the requirements of federal 
red tape and directives. 
" The 
tax 
sharing idea 
has 
already 


attracted support from both parties, Wis- 
consin's Sen Gaylord Nelson and Rep. 
Melvin Laird, for example. The Republican 


paper advocates a sharing formula based, 
in general, on state population but one 
which could also give weight to poorer 
states, those with greater urban problems, 
and those with education pressures. And it 
says the worry that money would be used 
improperly in some states can be met with 
enforcement of the 1964 Civil Rights Act 
which forbids discrimination in the use of 
federal funds. 


There also has been a little progress 


toward program rather 
than individual 


grants to the states, particularly in health 
programs And while there is little to show 
for the record, the Republican committee 
notes that President Johnson last March 
told Congress there ought to be a "funda- 
mental restructuring of our grants-in-aid 
program" to decrease red tape, to reduce 
delays, and to help 
states with their 


planning. 


The Republican group suggests that 


grants could be consolidated into nine 
general fields of governmental activity. 


It is unfortunately true — as the 


Republican committee points out — that 
the fiscal demands of the Vietnam war will 
not permit these reforms soon. And the 
committee's suggestion that the 1969 fiscal 
year might be a time to start probably is 
more in keeping with election dates than 
reality. 


But the reforms should be set as 


definite goals. The committee will find 
much national agreement with its conclu- 
sion that it is not the flow of federal money 
in itself which causes the growing power 
accumulation in Washington and the dan- 
ger to the federal system but that this 
comes rather "from the splintering of 
grants-in-aid into hundreds of programs 
and from the minute conditions and close 
regulations accompanying them." 


Rice for Hungry Stomachs 


If the political philosophers of the 


world were to be asked what single 
achievement of science would be most 
certain to contribute to the peace and 
happiness of most of the inhabitants of the 
earth, it is likely that they would nominate 
the elimination of food shortages and 
human hunger among tens of millions of 
otu kind, especially in Asia. 


Perhaps it is too early to be sure, but 


some exciting news on the subject has 
recently been reported from a remote 
experimental project on the island of 
Luzon, in the Philippines. A new "miracle 
rice." says a report from the International 
Rice Research Institute there, has been 
developed which on demonstration plots 
has produced seven or eight times the 
normal crop, and up to 10,000 pounds to 
the acre. For tens of millions of the people 
in Asia, where 90 per cent of the world's 
rice crop is consumed and where it is 
typically in short supply somewhere, this is 
dramatic and happy news indeed. 


Not only is the yield of the new strain 


phenomenal, but its plant is stout and able 
to withstand battering by the elements. 
Normally rice grows over a period of about 
150 days. The new variety matures in 120 
da}s. Even more significant, the new rice is 
not seasonal. In most tropical countries, its 


developers say, it can be planted on any 
day of the year and it will mature four 
months later, without regard to the season. 


Such a marvel in the advancement of 


plant science staggers the imagination. 


We may calculate some of the conse- 


quences of the successful introduction of 
this new rice in the numerous nations of 
Asia by speculating 
about 
comparable 


advances in our own agriculture, as in 
Wisconsin, for example. 


Suppose that we advance the science of 


dairy husbandry during the next decade to 
the extent that the average cow produces 
2,000 pounds of butterfat, rather than the 
335 or thereabouts that is now attained on a 
state-wide basis? 
Or suppose that our 


farmers find ways to increase their corn 
yields seven or eight times over their 
current experience? Or that we develop a 
winter yielding strain of alfalfa, the giant 
of our hay crops, to provide a year-around 
harvest for our milk herd? These are 
extravagant suppositions and speculations. 
But they come to mind as we try to guess 
the effect upon the social and political 
structure of the over-populated Orient of a 
rice plant of such formidable promise as 
these scientists have evidently developed 
with the support of American philanthro- 
py, including the Rockefeller and Ford 
Foundations.

India Has Guerrilla Problems 


One of the myriad of problems which 


plague India is what to do about the rebel- 
lion and demands for autonomy from some 
of the hill states remote from New Delhi. 


For more than ten \cars Xaga tribes- 


men ha\e been waging guerrilla warfare 
against the Indian Go\ eminent. The fight- 
ing has died because of secret talks now 
being conducted. But the struggle has in- 
fluenced the Mizos who live on some 8.000 
square miles of mountains and jungle near 
Burma and East Pakistan. The Mizos claim 
they are ethnically and culturally different 
from the majority in India and they fear 
domination. Thanks to foreign missionar- 


ies, the Mizos probably have the highest 
literacy rate in India. 


The Government in New Delhi has 


tried to pretend that there is no problem. 
But so far at least 350 Mizos and about 
200 Indians have been killed in the year 
of fighting. At least 50,000 \illagers are 
being resettled while their old villages and 
crops were destroyed in the Indian effort 
to isolate the rebels. 


Despite the tics of the Hindu religion, 


India is torn by thousands of dialects, dif- 
ferent customs and cultures and races. 
Even with the economic health which India 
totally lacks, the struggle to build one na- 
tion would be tremendous.

Bad Break 


When the trumps broke badly 


the hand fell apart, and declar- 
er was down two. The odds 
were better than 2 to 1 that the 
trumps would break well, but 
Home could have had a sure 
thing. 


Whenever you plan to do 


some ruffing in both hands, it's 
a good idea to count your 
winning tricks. Home could 
count two clubs, the ace of 
spades, and the ace of dia- 
monds, for four tricks in side 
suits. In addition, he could win 
all of his eight trumps separate- 
ly by crossruffing.
